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Dealing with 
Intermod

Help! I keep hearing the TV station on 
my 2 meter handheld! What’s wrong with 
this radio? 

Actually, there may be nothing wrong at 
all. What we generically call intermod can be 
caused by a number of different things. In 
the example above, the problem was that a 
harmonic of the TV station happened to fall 
very close to his simplex frequency. Yes, 
there are FCC rules as to harmonic suppres- 
sion, but 60 dB down from a 5-Megawatt 
EIRP TV transmitter is still 5 watts. 

Most broadcast facilities, however, have 
their harmonics well below the specified 
maximums. After all, you are their customer, 
and they want you happy. It is also a matter 
of pride of the engineers. 

Outside of broadcast harmonics, there 
are also two other common causes of 
intermod. The first, which I have found 
locally on the 137 MHZ band, is due to two 
very large transmit signals mixing on their 
own. This can be from something as simple 
as a rusty joint at the transmitting tower. 

The other, more common cause is from 
the signals mixing somewhere in your re- 
ceivers RF section. Different manufacturers 
use different combinations of mixing and IF 
frequencies, so different radios, even from 
the same manufacturer, will be affected in 
varying levels, depending on local condi- 
tions. I have sold radios that work perfectly 
standing right next to a TV tower, but in 
another city were flooded by interference 25 
miles away. 


What Can Be Done? The best thing you 
can do is to listen to the radio you plan to 


buy, where you are going to be operating it. 
Check with your friends who are close by 
and see what problems they have found (or 
not). There is, actually, not much difference 
overall between the major manufacturers as 
to susceptibility. They all get hit at one place 
or another. 

If you are in a high RF area, it may also 
help to get a radio which has less receive 
bandwidth. The wider the bandwidth, the 
greater the potential for overload. This can 
mean giving up wide band receive, but the 
best place for scanning is a scanner, not a 
Ham Radio. Handhelds, due to their smaller 
size, also tend to be much more susceptible. 
There isn’t much filtering that you can fit 
into the front end of such a small unit. 

On another note, anyone on two meters 
has probably heard the malicious interfer- 
ence occurring there. Apparently, this has 
been happening on other services, such as 
Police and Fire, as well. It is the policy of 
HRO that we will give out modification 
information on the radios we sell ONLY to 
those purchasers who have a valid MARS or 
CAP license. If someone is buying a used rig 
from you of any sort and asks for the modifi- 
cation information, check their MARS or 
CAP license. No one else has any legal 
reason for modifying a radio to transmit out 
of the Ham bands. If you have a modified 
radio, don’t sell it to just anyone, either!

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FOR TRADITIONAL CONVERSATION ON VOICE 


I hope you don't take Emerson Hoyt, WX7E or Bob Halprin, K1XA too 
seriously and destroy one of the most colorful traditions of 
amateur radio . . . it's unique language. Yes, there are 
certainly serious times in amateur radio when nothing should be 
compromised and total clarity and complete understanding are of 
the utmost importance. Such times would be in a bonafide 
emergency or a serious net operation which is essentially a 
practice session for a bonafide emergency. But most of the time, 
hams are having fun talking to each other and during those times, 
imposing unnecessarily strict and formal rules regarding how to 
have fun talking to each other would destroy some of the fun 
itself. 


When someone says "73's" or even "best 73's" to you, do you 
really not understand him? These two phrases have been in such 
common use for so long that "73", "73's", and "best 73's" in fact 
all mean the same thing. It just isn't a problem except for 
someone who wants to make it a problem. 


Even though all of the books say that "88" means "love and 
kisses" (or “hugs and kisses" according to K1XA) I don't think it 
really means that. I have tried to imagine myself substituting 
the words “love and kisses" for "88" in a QSO with a YL and I am 
just not comfortable with it. It doesn't matter how long I've 
known the YL, either. To me, "88" means something like "mild 
affection" and it really has a meaning of it's own which I can't 
quite put into words. I will continue to use "88" which to me 
has it's own unique meaning. 


PLEASE don't abandon the use of "cute" phonetics. The are cute 
and fun and are an integral part of amateur radio as I have known 
it for 40 years.
